rate and the charge is greater than the maxi- 
mum, it would be doubtless difficult to lower 
the rate, for the reason that the Constitu- 
tion says no State shall pass laws impairing 
the validity of a contract. A corporate 
franchise is re ed as a contract between 
the State and the corporation. If the fran- 
chise, however, does not fix a um 
charge, then the spirit and meaning of the 
franchise is that the rate must 
reasonable. Under such circumstances I 
think the question of what is a reasonable 
o— is competent matter for the courts to 
decide. I must confess it is difficult to say 
offhand how a citizen would go to work to 
bring the matter into court; but itis reason- 
able to suppose that the courts would in 
some manner compel the company to keep 
within the limit of a ‘reasonable charge’ 
and that it would be for the court to decide 
what constitutes a reasonable charge.“ 
There is no maximum in the Ch Gas- 
light charter, but there is in that of the Con- 
sumers’—that is, it with the city not to

COMMON CARRIERS OF GAS 
James P. Root was quite outspoken in his 
views on the subject. He said in reply to 

the statement of the hypothetical case: 
‘*Semi-public corporations have always 
been under legislative control. If 
a shoemaker and offer him $5 to e you a 
ir of shoes and he says he will do it 
or $50, no more and no less, you cannot com- 
el him to accept your terms. If you don’t 
ike his terms you must go somewhere else. 
The reason is that he is not in any sense a 
ublic corporation. He is a private in- 
ividual, and has neither asked nor 
obtained rights from the people. A railroad 
is a public corporation and has obtained 
rights and privileges from the people in re- 
turn for which it is bound to perform certain 
duties. Now they are under legislative con- 
trol, and a maximum rate has been fixed. 
Before their rates were fixed by legislative 
egactment, however, they were still subject to 
the principle of the common law which insists 
that the charge of public transportation shall 
be reasonable. Suppose there were no legis- 
lative enactment and the [Illinois Central 
tried to charge you $200 to take you to Cairo. 
You tender $25, which we will assume you 
— — as a reasonable charge. The company 
refuses to accept your tender and 7 
you off the train. Lou are entitl to 
redress and would get it from the courts.

The law always presumes that 
the charge of * corporations shall be 
reasonable. If. the companies consolidate 
and advance the charge for the service to a 
figure that is unreasouable the public of 
course has redress, without legislative 
enactment. If it can be shown that 
$1.25 per 1,000 feet is an wunreason- 
able charge and a citizen makes 
good and sufficient tender of a rate which 
can be shown to be reasonable, I am of the 
opinion that he could obtain an injunction 
prohibiting the company from collecting the 
unreasonable rate and a mandamus compel- 
lung it to continue the service.“ 

G. Moore of Wilson & Moore was of the 
opinion that a private citizén was practically 
without relief. Even legislative enactment 
would depend upon whether a gas company 
were held to be a quasi-public corporation on 
the same footing with railroads and ware- 
housemen—a mooted question. He did not 
think a private citizen could make tender of 
what he considered a reasonable rate and 
compel the company to furnish service or ob- 


tain redress in case of the discontinuance of 


the service. 

Capt. Black, the senior counsel for the 
Anarchists, was, unwilling to give an off- 
hand decision. Tne question had occurred 
to him in reading Tue Tn nx x article of 
——— —1 * morning; = he had pee con- 
idered the question. No „ however, 
was without ite remedy. It if could be clearly 
shown that the charge was unreasonable it 
might be competent matter for the courts to 
decide, and possibly an injunction and man- 
damus might issue. It was a new question 
and not to be easily decided. 

C. M. Osborn doubted if the com- 
mon-law principle would apply to a 
gas company. The remedy against ex- 
tortionate rates was in the city's 
hands. If the companies here should be 
fvolish enough to raise the rate to an unrea- 
sonable figure the city could balk their 
scheme by granting a franchise to a new and 
competing company. Still, he could see no 
reason why legislative control should 
not regulate companies as well 
as warehousemen.

GO TO THE LEGISLATURE. 

A prominent attorney, whose practice is 
almost entirely among corporations and who, 
for that réason, was unwilling that his name 
should appear, had something to say quite to 
the point. He said: 

e don’t see any possible way to control the 
encroachinents of these foreign syndicates 
except through legislative enactment. It is 
time, too, that something weredone. It is well 
known that powerful .syndicates are at work 
getting control of gas franchises in the large 
cities of the country, and that they are headed 
for Chicago and mean business. it is well 
established that the Legislature has the 
power to control quasi-public corpora- 
tions and that gas companies stand 
on the same footing with railroads and ware- 
houses. If I were in the Legislature I would 
introduce a bill providing for the appoint- 
ment of gas and street railway commissions 
similar to those in control of rail- 
roads and warehouses. It would pass 
without trouble, and I don't mind 
saying that I have been asked to draw sucha 
bill. It would bea ape A ger measure in- 
deed, and is sadly n . Any man who 
wants to gain popularity has but to put his 
hand tothe work. The citizen, in my opin- 
‘jon; is at present without redress. If he 
doesn’t like gas he can burn oil.”

Commissioner Blanchard opened the pro- 


| ceedings with an elaborate speech counseling 


harmony between the various roads and a 
strict compliance with and obedience to the 
new law. He also reierred to the necessity 
of keeping up some sort of organiza- 
tion in order to secure the 
maintenance of uniform rates and 
united action in all matters of transporta- 
tion. The report of the joint committee and 
the trunk lines on the action taken in New 
York last week regarding the percentage 


basis to and from various points and the 


establishinent of a new classification and 
tariffs was taken up for consideration. The 
recommendations in regard to percentage 
basis make a radical change from the present 
system. Heretofore all Mississippi River 
points were figured at the basis of 
116 per cent of Chicago rates. The new plan 
is to grade the basis according to actual 
mileage as recommended some time ago by 
the majority of the Percentage Committee. 
This leaves St. Louis 116 per cent of Chicago, 
but raises Mississippi River points 
north thereof making Keokuk and 
Burlington 120 per cent, Louisiana 
125 per cent, etc., according to the differ- 
ence in mileage. If St. Louis, Peoria, and 
other Western terminal points refuse to 
accept the same percentage on business to in- 
terior local points as to the through points, the 
trunk lines will refuse to issue through bills 
of lading or quote through rates to such 
points. There was quite an animated dis- 
cussion regarding the matter, but when the 
question was put toa vote there were only 
two dissenting roads, and the proposi- 
tion was declared adopted. Some of 
the Western roads were not represented 
and they may yet offer serious objections to 
the action. The roads interested in the Mis- 
souri River business have always objected 
to the grading of the Mississippi River per- 
centage basis, because it prevents them from 
equalizing through rates to and from the 
East via the various points. If carried out 
by the Eastern roads, the lines between Chi- 
and Missouri River points will be suf- 
sufferers, while the St. Louis roads will gain 
a t advantage. 
he recommendation regarding the change 
of the east-bound classification trom thirteen 
to six classes and the establishment of new 
rates (published in yesterday’s TrisuNe) 
were adopted. The explanation was made 
that although on the leading commodities the 
new rates.are lower than the present tariff 
yet the consolidation of classes would make 
some articles somewhat higher. 

The managers’ committee appointed to con- 
sider the advisability and propriety of discon- 
tinuing ail flat billing at less than the pro- 
posed tariff of April i, and take action as to 
the issuance’ of free passes and mileage 
tickets, recommended the following resolu- 
tions, which after discussion were adopted: 

Resolved, That hereafter and until new tariffs 
and new classifications take effect all settie- 
ments and billing shall be at tariff rates. 

Hesoived, That parties may be carried with 
shipments of stock, vegetables, and other perisha- 
ble property to take care of the same in crd- 
ance with the classification which has been 
adopted; the manner in which such person or 

rsons shall be carried to be referred to the 

eneral Freight Agents to establish a uniform 
rule or custom. No return transportation to be 
furnished except at tariff rates. 

Resolved, That all passes now out other than 
exchange passes issued to railway officials and 
to its own employés and those of connecting 
lines actually in service of the company shall be 
withdrawn, and none thereatter shall be issued. 
The construction of the law as to whether passes 
can be issued to families of employés, and the 


policy of so doing, shall be left to each company 
to determine for itself. . 

Resolved, That there may be checked free over 
roads in this association on ach full first or sec- 
ond class ticket 150 pounds of on each 
half first or second class ticket seventy-five 
pounds, on each full immigrant ticket 100 pounds, 
and on each half immigrant ticket fifty pounds.

CONSTABLE LOGAN'S DEATH. 


The Belief Prevalent that His Slayer Was 
Not Acting in Self-Defense. 

Des Mornes, la., March 8.— [Special.] — The 
killing of Constable Logan Monday night 
while*he was making an arrest in the whole- 
sale drug store of Hurlbut, Hess & Co. has 
been the subject of excited comment all day. 
At 2.o’clock this afternoon the Coroner’s 
jury began its inquest and sat with closed 
doors till 6. The only witnesses examined 


* 


were the employés of the store where Logan 


was killed and the policemen who were 


called in after the tragedy. . The fact was 
developed in the examination that Logan 
was shot twice, one ball entering from the 
front and one. from the rear, apparent- 
ly indicating that after he was first 
shot he turned to leave the room 
and was shot from behind by some person 
connected with the store, three or four em- 
ployés being present. The first 32 — 
who saw Logan after he was killed testified 
that he found him with a self-cocking re- 
volver in his hand, his finger on the trigger, 
but not a single chamber empty, thus show- 
ing that Logan never fired a shot. Camp- 
bell, a teamster for the house, who stood by 
when the shooting was done, was unable to 
testify that Logan fired first. All of these 
things, together witn the fact that Logan 
was alone with the employés of the store for 
some time before any policeman arrived, and 
that four empty cartridges were picked up on 
the floor by the police, lead many people to 
believe that the dead man was not killed in 
self-defense. 

At6 o'clock. the Coroner’s jury reported 
that they found Logan came to his death 
from two pistol shots fired by Joseph Rowe, 
the employé now in cus , but that Rowe 
acted in self-defense in shooting him. The 
verdict, taken in connection with the short 
time spent in the investigation and the char- 
acter of the evidence presented, occasioned 
much surprise. Immediately on its announce- 
ment Constable Frank Pierce arrested Rowe 
on a charge of murder and with him 


to the north part of the city der a warrant of 


commitment from a Justice there. There is 
much feeling against the prisener in that 
section of the city, where the dead man 
lived, and an indignation meeti will be 
held for public expression. Some ugly threats 
are now being made, and serious results may 
possibly follow before morning, for the 
friends of Logan think he was murdered 
while trying to enforce the Prohibitory law. 
It has been „ since the shooting that 
all the employés of Hurlbut, Hess & Ca. have 
been armed since the last car-load of liquor 
consigned to them was seized, and were prob 
ably ali armed whén Logan entered the store 
to make the arrest. 


A PANIC IN Sr. JOHN. 


A Bank and Business Houses Obliged to Sus- 
pend—Other Business Troubles. 

Sr. Joun, N. B., March 8.—There is great 
excitement in financial and commercial cir- 
cles over the suspension of the Maritime 
Bank, which closed its doors today. No par- 
ticulars can be obtained at present. Every- 
body seems to have been taken by surprise. 

The suspension of the Maritime Bank of 


New Brunswick has been followed by the an- 


nouncement of the failure of R. A. & J. 
Stewart and of Guy B. Evan & Co. of this 
city, two of the largest lumber firms in this 
Province. The news of these failures has 
causea a great sensation, and a perfect panic 
prevails in business circles. 

When the suspension was first reported. in- 
numerable rumors affecting the standing of 
other concerns obtained circulation, but 
these in great measure were without founda- 
tion. It is known that the bank’s suspension 
has been chiefly brought about by complica- 
tions with two extensive lumbering firms, 
which are engaged in an immense business; 
but so far no details as to the conditio of 
the institution’s affairs have been given to 
the public. Probably the most immediate 
cause of the failure was the 
return to the bank of a quantity of English 
exchanges. The New Brunswick Gover- 
ment kept its account with the Maritime 
Bank, but what amount was held to its 
credit is unknown. The stockholders in the 
bank are under double lability, so there is 
every probability that the notes, which are a 
first lien, and possibly the deposits, will be 
made good. The bank paid 5 per cent inter- 
est, which is a higher rate than that paid by 
any other in St. John, and the deposits are 
very large, many of the depositors being 
persons who can poorly afford to suffer loss. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 8.—[ Special. |— 
Wall, Smith & Co., proprietors of the Gilbert 
tobacco warehouse at Nos. 217 and 219 Eighth 
street, made a.general deed of assignment to 
J. S. Bethel this afternoon, placing their lia- 
bilities at $75,000. The firm consists of G. W. 
Harris, H. P. Smith, C. J. Wall, W. R. Fris- 
bee, and B. W. Beville. The assignee stated 
that the failure was caused by the low mar- 
ket in tobacco. It is claimed that the assets 
of the firm will reach $11,000. 


A New Haven Divorce Sensation. 

New Haven, Conn., March 8.—[Special.]— 
The divorce suit which has been brought by 
Mrs. Shehan, formerly Miss Fannie Howe, a 
beautiful young lady, the daughter of the 
author and publisher, Henry Howe, causes 
much comment here. She alleges that while 
under medical treatment her physician gave 
her drugs that caused temporary insanity, 
and that while in this condition he urged her 
to marry him, and she consented. She now 
seeks to have the marriage annulled, and 
pleads temporary insanity. She gave him 
music lessons and obtained a place in the 
Trinity Church choir for him. e was great- 
ly her social inferior, and when he came to 
her parents’ house after they had been mar- 
ried a month he was thrown neck and heels 
out of the house. He refuses to tell what he 
intends to do in the premises. It is believed 
that her parents are instigating the suit. 


A Schooner Capsized. 1 

New Haven, Conn., March 8.— [Special.] — 
Today while the schooner Juliette Terry, 
from Rondout to this port, was off Milford, 
about six miles down the harbor, a sudden 
Squall capsized her. Capt. Thomas Orison 
and his wife seized some loose planking and 
hung on for twenty minutes, when the wom- 
an’s fingers became so benumbed that she 
lost her hold and the waves washed over her, 
drowning her. The oyster steamers Florence 
and Ivernina rescued John Neary and John 
Hamilton, who clung to the foremast of the 
sunken vessel. The body of Mrs. Orison was 
recovered. The vessel was loaded with 138 
tons of pig-iron and was valued at $3,000,

THE SPECIAL GRAND JURY 


IT PROBABLY-WILL NOT GET TO WORK 
BEFORE THURSDAY. 


The Bailiffs Quietly Picking Out Good Men 
~The Wardens Will Be Called on to 
Resign—The True Story of That Pur- 
chase of Whisky Made for the County— 
The Man Who Did the Selling—Varneli 
Turns Up in Connection with It. 


Bailiffs started out about 3 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon to summon the grand jurors 
who are to hear the evidence in the county 
ring case. No outsider could learn the names, 
as great caution was exercised to prevent 
them from becoming known. The jurors will 
report to Judge Anthony at 10 o’clock this 
morning. It is doubtful, however if they 
will be sworn in, as some are likely to be ex- 


serving. Should any be let go another venire 
for the additional members will have 
to be issued, and this would defer 
the impaneling until the afternoon 
session or Thursday morning. State’s- 
Attorney Grinneli will go to Ottawa tonight, 
as stated elsewhere, and will not return until 
Thursday afternoon. If the grand jury is 
ready to begin work before he comes back 
Assistant Furthmann, who is familiar with 
the case, will attend to it until Mr. Grinnell 
returns. 

It is understood that among those who 
were yesterday evening served with sum- 
monses to appear this morning are Gil W. 
Barnard, J. McGregor Adams, and E. Nelson 
Blake. 

There were no new developments in the 
case yesterday, or rather the lawyers en- 
gaged in the investigation would say nothing 
about it. Theold story that Van Pelt has 
squealed has been revived, but Van Pelt, as 
before, says it is a lie. | 

The O’Brien Carpet Company desires to 
correct one point in an article in yesterday's 
TrRistng.

TWENTY-FIVE BARRELS OF WHISKY. 


The True Story of Varnell’s Purchase—Thé 
Man Who Sold the Liquor. 

Tne Tripune of Sunday, Feb. 6, contained 
an article on the county liquor bills, in which 
an unintentional injustice was done the 
wholesale liquor firm of Samuel Myers & Co. 
The firm has not asked Tue TrIBUNE to make 
any retraction or explanation, but now that 
the full facts of the case are known it is but 
right to set them before the public. And the 
explanation, it will be noticed, does not help 
the boodle Commissioners any. 

In the aricle referred to it was shown that 
during the months of August, September, 
and October, 1886, twenty-five barrels of 
whisky were supplied to the Insane Asylum 
Hospital, and Poorhouse, the total cost of 
this whisky being $3,595. It was also stated 
that Harry Varnell had acknowledged to 
Commissioner Hemme that he had 
bought fifteen barrels of the whisky in one 
lot, but had got the bills dated back and di- 
vided so that it would appear as though only 
three barrels had been bought at one time. 
All this whisky, so far as shown by the bills 
was bought from Samuel Mvers Co., and 
that firm had apparently made affidavit to 
the accuracy of the bills, as required 
by law, and had been paid by warrants 
on the County Treasury. The fact is, the 
whisky was not bought from Myers. & Co., 
but trom J. H. Swart, the Vice-President of 
the J. M. W. Jones Printing Company, the 
firm that has the contract for the county 
printing and stationery. 

The present members of the Myers firm 
are S. G. Myers and H. Wilkinson, the for- 
mer a son and the latter a son-in-law of the 
late head of thé firm, Samuel Myers, who 
died about four years ago. Mr. Myers died 
intestate, leaving three children two daugh- 
ters and a son. One of the daugh- 
ters is the wife of Mr. Swart of 
the Jones Printing Company. Part of 


several hundred barrels—which he had 
bought as a private and personal speculation 
and had placed in bond. In dividing up the 
estate this whisky was divided equally among 
the children, and it thus came to pass that 
Mr. Swart had a large quantity of whisky to 
dispose of. The reorganized firm of Samvel 
Myers & Co. had more of the same whisky 
than it had any call for, and Mr. Swart had 
to dispose of his whisky otherwise. About 
September last he sold twenty-five barrels of 
it to somebody who represented the county. 
Mr. Myers was in Baltimore at the time, and 
Mr. Wilkinson, the other partner of the 
Myers tirm, was applied to by his brother- 
in-law, Mr. Swart, for leave to use 
the name of his firm in billing 
the goods to the county. The whisky 
was shipped from Kentucky to Samuel 
Myers & Co., and was delivered at the firm’s 
wurehouse before the principals of the firm 
knew anything about it. After its delivery a 
man (whom Mr. Myers now knows to have 
been Warden Varnell) called on the firm and 
inquired if twenty-five barrels of whisky 
marked as he described had been delivered to 
the firm. He said the whisky was for the 
county, and asked that it be delivered. Mr. 
Wilkinson ordered the whisky to be delivered 
and billed as requested, Mr. Swart being 
unable to bill it legally in his own name, not 
having the requisit Government license. 

“The first I knew of the transdc- 
tion,” said Mr. Myers, in response to 
the inquiries of a TkIBUNE reporter 
yesterday, was after I got back from Baiti- 
more, when I chanced to look over the cash- 
book and saw that a check for $17.50 had 
been paid in by Mr. Swart. I asked what it 
was for, and was told it was brokerage on 
some whisky shipped rouge us and sold by 
Mr. Swart to the county. Of course, I wasn’t 
going to charge my sister anything for-a 
transaction that cost the firm nothing, so I 
had the eheck at once sent back to Mr. Swart. 
As a matter of fact, we wer had a cent’s 
worth of trade with the vounty. We never 
made aftidavit to any county bills, never sent 
in any bills, never collected any warrants or 
money, and our only connection with the 
transaction was in allowing Mr. Swart to 
use our name — «9 he had no license to 
sell the goods himself. 

A well-known lawyer. who is intimate with 
the members of the Myers firm, said:

Heis char with 
giving foreigners details of the mod- 
ern improvements in 1 and 
other naval devices adopted by the Brit- 
ish Government. Suspicion was excited 
against the accused by the fact that certain 
foreign scientific journals printed articles 
commenting on innovations in the English 
navy and gave information concerning them 
supposed to be in the exclusive possession of 
the Admiralty, and especially by the fact 
that an American journal printed the exact 


the manufacture of a new torpedo appliance 
still in the draughtsman’s office pending ap- 
proval. 

A draughtsman named Terry; employed at 
the Chatham dock-yard,. has been publicly 
dismissed for selling information. Terry’s 
revelations went directly to the American 
Legation.

The opinion of experts 
was that Secretary Whitney did not get 825, 
000 worth from the Englishmen, and Con- 
gress this year shut off any power on his part 
to make “another contract of this sort for 
plans.

DELEGATES TO THE CITY CONVENTION. 

At the meeting of the Republican City Cen- 
tral Committee today an effort will be made 
to reconsider the resolution by which the 
Blaine vote of 1884 was made the basis of 
representation in the forthcoming conven- 
tion. The effort ought to succeed. It is 
ridiculous to make the number of delegates 
in a municipal convention depend on the vote 
cast at a Presidential election two or three 
years ago. But in view of the change made 
in the Election law and the growth of the 
Labor or third party movement it is absurd. 
In some of the wards one-third of the Repub- 
lican Presidential vote has gone over to the 
Labor party. Take the case of the Fifth 
Ward, for instance, where the Republican 
vote has fallen from 4,315 in 1884 for Blaine to 
1,272 last fall for the State ticket, Let 
Kent, the committeeman from this ward, 
has the gall to claim 22 delegates on the basis 
of the Presidential vote of three years ago! 
The Republican vote in the Sixth, Seventh, 
Eighth, and Fourteenth Wards, all of which 
give Labor or Democratic pluralities, has 
fallen off one-half, yet the committeemen 
from those wards have the brass to demand 
delegates based on the Blaine vote! It is 
inequitable, unjust, and absurd to the Repub- 
lican wards to sanction such claims. 

A proposition has been made by way of 
compromise to base the number of delegates 
on the vote cast for City Attorney in 1885. 
This, too, is unreasonable and improper. The 
Labor party has been organized, the new 
Election law has gone into effect, and a State 
election has been held since then. The Re- 
publican vote has shifted for the reasons 
already stated during the last two years. 
Again taking the Fifth Ward as an instance, 
Mr. Washburne’s vote there in 1885, before 
„Knights“ went into politics, was 3,000. 
Maj. Tanner’s vote last fall was about 1,300. 
Is it wise to reward the bad political manage- 
ment which has brought about this falling 
off in the vote by a large representation in 
the nominating convention? The basis of 
representation ought to be the vote cast for 
Tanner, the head of the Republican ticket 
last fall. Any other plan will be unsatisfac- 
tory, unjust, and a fraud. The wards which 
are expected to give the Republican majori- 
ties should have most to say as to who shall 
be the nominees of the convention. Itis not 
Wise to give any ward bogus representation 
in order that certain tricksters can make 
trades, deals, and slates and fasten candi- 
dates on the party that are not its choice, 


THE WAR OUTLOOK. 

The war scenes of Europe shift rapidly. 
But a few weeks ago public attention was 
wholly concentrated on France and Germany. 
Every move of these two Powers was close- 
ly scrutinized, and it was quite generally an- 
ticipated that the opening of spring would 
find them ready to begin war. Since the 
German election, however, the war clouds 
have drifted away, but in another part of the 
horizon they are shutting down darkly. 
Along the Austrian frontier and in Bulgaria 
the situation is critical. The Russian author- 
ities allow but little news to be made public, 
but such as comes to the surface is by no 
means pacific. The whole Balkan peninsula 
is in a ferment of conflicting interests. The 
revolts against the Regency in Bulgaria have 
been quelled and the leaders punished with 
death, and now the European Powers are 
anxiously waiting to see what Russia, who in 
all probability instigated the revolts, will 
do. The Russian papers glorify the reb- 
els as victims of their devotion to the 
Czar’s interests. The Russian representa- 


tives in Bulgaria have inveighed against the 


action of the Regents as infamous. Mean- 
while Austria has voted immense credits for

justified in calling delusive. It 1s certain- 
ly @ great pity, if this theory be cor- 
rect, that it was not advanced by authority 
long ere this. A vast amount of valuable time 
would thereby have been saved to writers and 
readers, especially to those concerned in the 
competition for a prize awarded from Rochester, 
N. V., half a dozen years ago. The unfortunate 
judges who were called upon to decide which 
was the best of the essays submitted had to wade 
through about 130 before reaching a conclusion, 
and a few of the number had to be read a second 
time. It may, however, be permitted to remark 
that any one who saw the great comet of 1882 in 
all its splendor as it hung in the morning sky for 
several nights in succession would find it very 
difficult to believe that the phenomenon of a tail 
was in that case nothing but an ocular delusion.

JUSTICE MACARTHUR RESIGNS. 

Justice Arthur MacArthur of the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia, who was 
appointed from Wisconsin July 19, 1870. by 
President Grant, tenaered his resignation 
last evening to President Cleveland and will 
retire to private life: 

Justice MacArthur was educated at Bridge 
and Amherst Academies, Mass., and the Wes- 
lyan University at Middletown, Conn. He studied 
law in the City of New York and was admitted 
to the bar in 1841. He commenced practice in 
Springfield, Mass., and in 1843 was appointed 
Public Administrator of the County of Hamp- 
den and Judge Advocate for the Western Division 
of the Militia. In 1845 he returned to the 
City of New York to practice his pro- 
féssion, where he ed until 1849, when 
he removed to Milwaukee, Wis., and two 
years later was elected District Attorney. In 
1855 he was elected Lieutenant-Governor of Wis- 
consin on the ticket with Gov. Barstow, and dur- 
ing the memorable contest which subsequently 
arose between Barstow and Bashford Judge Mac- 
Arthur assumed the position of Governor and 
administered its duties. He held the position un- 
til after the courts had decided against Barstow.

outh Church died with him. Mr. Beecher 
was Plymouth Church in more senses than 
one. He had so infused it with his personali- 
ty, and so dominated its policy and convic- 
tions, that it can never again be what it was 
before his death. Another man of course 
will take the vacant pulpit, but he will al- 
ways be handicapped by associations, rem- 
iniscences, and comparisons with the man 
who had so impressed himseif upon the 
church that it stood by him loyally in days of 
trouble and saved him from blows which 
would have crushed any other man, and un- 
questioningly followed him through all the 
theological and religious changes of opinion 
which came so frequently and aggressively 
in his later years. He had papal power and 
well-nigh papal infallibility in that church. 
Such unswerving loyalty can hardly be ex- 
tended to another.

No one knows exactly how many trade 
dollars there are in the country. Many were 
undoubtedly melted down in other countries, as 
in this country some probably were when they 
ceased to pass current except at bullion value. 
There were coined in all $36,000,000, of which 
$29,000,000 are known to have been exported, and 
only 2.000, 000 are known to have been brought 
back. This would leave about $9,000,000 in this 
country. But the mint holds that not more than 
$7,000,000 exist here, while the Financial Chron- 
icle urges that the amount is probably $20,000,000 
or more. Exports and imports of silver were not 
very accurately or reliably reported some years 
ago, but the return of these coins has never been 


favored by their free acceptance in large amount.

A Sensation at the Danish Court Ball—The 
King’s Fall. 

CoPENHAGEN, March 8.—[Copyright, 1887, 
by James Gordon Bennett. -A gentleman 
present at a court ball at the royal palace 
thus describes a sensational accident that 
happened King Christian; After supper the 
father of the Princess of Wales and the 
Czarina danced a cotillon, choosing for his 
partner Miss Estrup, daughter of his Prime 
Minister. A portion of the floor near the 
Queen’s throne had been so waxed and pol- 


ished as to make it slippery as a sheet 
of ice. Five couples, including the King 


and Estrup, were waltzing near the 
“ee spot when two couples slip tell, 
and rolled on the floor. Almost at same 


instant the King’s foot slipped and his Maj- 
esty fell on his back at length, bringing 
down with him Miss Estrup, whose neck was 
slightly cut by one of the King’s decorations. 
Inthe fall the back of the King’s head 
struck the corner of one of the steps of the 
Queen's throne with a report like that of a 
popgun. There was at once consternation 
most appalling; the music ceased, and the 
King, stunned, remained motionless. Every- 
body thought he was killed. Ladies screamed 
and Miss Estrup fainted away. The Kin 
was the first to recover his presence of mind. 
Bleeding from the back of his head and pale 
as a sheet he tried to rise to his feet, but fell 
back again on the floor. Ladies of honor 

laced wet handkerchiefs to his Majesty’s 

orehead and placed sme'ling-salts beneath 
his nose. In a few minutes he was assisted 
to his feet. Ee at once made a sign to the 
orchestra to resume the music and desired 
the dancing to recommence. He himself 
made a tour of the bali-room with Miss 
Estrup on his arm, doing his best to tran- 
quilizèe her; but shortly afterwards the entire 
court left the ball-room, and everybody went 
home. Next day the Que@m was attacked 
with nervous ae a result of the ex- 
citement of the previbus evening, and the 
King was obliged to remain in his room two 
days. This, perhaps, is the most sensational 
incident that has happened at any court fes- 
tivities in Denmark since the memorable oc- 
casion when the royal Dane was startled by 
the unexpected denouement of Prince Ham- 
let's play of the Mouse-Trap.’?

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A GREAT PREACHER DEAD 
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HENRY WARD BEECHER PAINLESLY | 


BREATHES HIS LAST, 


The End Came at Half-Past Nine Yester- 
day Morning—No Return of Conscious- 
ness and No Suffering Accompanied Dis- 
polution—The Sorrowing Family at the 
Bedside—A Cast to Be Taken of the 
Face—Arrangements for the Funeral— 
Messages of Sorrow. 


New York, March 8.—The Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher died at 9:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing in the presence of most of the members 
of his family. Those present were Col. H. B. 
Beecher, his wife, his daughters Hattie and 
Daisy, and son Henry Ward Beecher, Miss 
Edith Beecher, W: C. Beecher and wife, the 
Rev. Samuei Scoville, Mrs. Samuel Scoville, 
eldest daughter of the Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher; Miss Scoville, who has just come 
from the Pacific slope; Miss Bullard, the Rev. 
S. B. Halliday and wife, Bella, the Scotch 
nurse, Who has been with the family many 
Fears, and was the special favorit of the de- 
ceased preacher; the male nurse Riordan, 
Mr. S. V. White, Mr. E. A. Seacomb, one of 
the trustees of Plymouth Church, and Maj. J. 
B. Pond. It was evident at an early hour this 
morning that Mr. Beecher could survive but 
a short time, ana Dr. Searle, who was with 
him, so apprised the family. At 4:30 a. m. 
the doctor wrote out a bulletin in which he 
stated that Mr. Beecher was failing rapidly. 
At 7:30 he issued the following: “Mr. 
Beecher is sinking steadily and will probably 
live but a short time.“ Hundreds who came 
and read this went away with sad ex- 
pressions and some with tearful eyes. Mr. 
S. V. White called at the house shortly be- 
fore 9 o’clock, and it was not long before he 
came out upon thé stoop and informed the 
members of the press that the end was very 


near. , 

The family were weeping ahd sobbing so 
they could be heard all through the house. 
Dr. Searle swod by the bedside holding one 
of Mr. Beecher’s hands, and at 9:30 he said, 
“Mr. Beecher is no more; he is dead.“ 

It is difficult to describe the scene at this 
moment. Notwithstanding the fact that his 
death was looked for—that it had been ex- 
pected hourly—it seemed to come with such 
crushing force that the family were perfect- 
ly prostrated with — hey could not 
bring themselves to the sad realization that 
the kindly, musical voice of the husband, 
father, and 7 1 was forever hushed 
in death, and that they had only the remem- 
brance of his kind admonitions. Mrs. Beecher, 
who had borne up so bravely from the first, 
and who had watched so constantly at the 
bedside of her dying husband, was utterly 
broken down, and when supported by her 
son Harry as she tottered from the room 
looked as if it would not be long before she 
would follow her beloved husband. 

No crape was hung on the door, Mr. Beecher 
having always objected.to the use of this and 
the gloom associated with it in the presence 
of death. Instead, a magnificent wreath of 
flowers hung from the left side of the door- 
way, at the topof the stoop, composed of 
white and red roses and lilies of the valley, 
and tied up with white satin. 

Dr. Searle makes the following verbal 
statement in regard to the distinguished 
divine’s last hours: Mr. Beecher began to 
fail decidedly at 3 o’clock this morning, res- 
piration rapid. At4o’clock the family was 
summoned. Death came slowly and stealth- 
ily. Respirations gradually became faster 
and faster until the reached sixty a 
minute, one each second. The pulse variable 
and often reaching 140. He still remainea in 
the same condition, except breathing, with 
his eyes closed, entirely unconscious. The 
motions of his right arm became less frequent, 
and were fin stopped almost entirely. 
About 9 o’clock in the morning we could de- 
tect the first symptoms of immediate death. 
His pulse ran up still higher, flickered and 
fluctuated until 9:28. Two minutes before his 
death his pulse ceased almost entirely at the 
wrist, becoming so faint that it could hardly 
be detected, and then stop altogether. 
There wasa rattling in his throat, painful to 
those around him, but unfelt by him owing to 
the failure of the nerve centre of the respi- 
ratory organs, together with the failure of 
the heart’s action. His death, which came at 
9:30, Was very easy, as painless if not as 
pleasant as death from suffocation or by 
drowning is said to be. 

In regard to the apoplectic attack, Dr. 
Searle said: „It was the opinion of all the 
physicians who saw Mr. Beecher that the 
rupture in his case was somewhere in the 


‘ midst of the right cerebral hemisphere above

severe headache I, too, should have been less 
suspicious and been willing, as well as were 
all of the family, to regard the entire sym 
toms as due to bilious derangements. By 
Saturday morning the effusion had become 
sufficiently extensive to produce almost total 
loss of motion in the left arm as well as to 
seriously impair his control of the corre- 
sponding leg, and it was unhesitatingly pro- 
nounced apoplexy.“ 

The news of Mr. Beecher’s death spread 
very quickly to all parts of the city, and 
Brooklyn * now be said to be a city of 
mourning. Even those who did not always 
concur with Mr. Beecher in his views had no 
hesitation in expressing their deep regret at 
his death. Asa mark of respect to his mem- 
ory the flags on all public ine were 

laced at half-mast, and Mayor hitney 
— the city-hall bell tolled. 

Some time ago Mr. H. W. Sage, 
of Plymouth Church, appropriated b 
sum of money to place a statue of Mr. Beecher 
in Prospect Park after his decease.

A TRUE PARISIENNE, 


The Audacious Career of Rose Pompon— 
Her Astounding Memoirs.

This elderly beauty 
has published her memoirs, but not, like Cora 
Pearl, through indigence, for she lives in a 
villa, is still surrounded by every luxury, and 
communicates in her parish church with the 
ae of an Ursuline nun.

She bécame mistress to a 
King’s son, and was or She capti- 
vated a Russian Marshal by dancing before 
him, and this while France was at war 
with the Muscovite. Rose was near 
the Crimea at the time, and wanted a favor 
for a friend from the Marshal, who was re- 
ported to be as tough as leather. A few 
—— and a judicious display of her legs 
brought the Marshal to her feet, and the rest 
is easily told. Rose hada great admiration 
for Rachel, the celebrated tragedienne, whom 
she used to meet sometimes zat Mimi Veron’s 
suppers, and this is how she, or rather the 
compiler of her memoirs, describes the 
great actress: “I see her now, very 
pom, her cheeks rather hollow, divine- 
y. dressed, and looking like a queen. 
1 recollect that@I used to admire her 
dainty. little feet shod in black satin slippers. 
They were so mignons that one of her last ad- 
mirers had used one of them as a pattern for 
a little silver slipper, which might have been 
modeled for Cinderella herself.“ The ad- 
mirers of those days, as Rose remarks en 

assant, were very generous. Cora Pearl,

THE WONDERFUL GRAPHOPHONE. 


A Machine Which Will Supersede Stenog- 
raphers and Sing at Its Work. 

Washington Letter in Cleveland Leader: I 
have some startling news today for short- 
hand writers. It is concerning a wonderful 
little instrument called the graphophone, 
which its owners claim will entirely do away 
with stenographers and stenographic work. 
A practical test has been made of its re- 
porting at a mechanical laboratory here, and 
it has been found successful. It is the inven- 
tion of Mr. Sumner Taintor, Prof. 
Alexander Graham Bell, the inventor of the 
Bell telephone, and Dr. Chichester A. Bell, 
an eminent chemist. The machine is 
operated on the principle of the phonograph. 
It is very simple, and is free from mechanical 
complication. It has a treadle, and it looks 
very much like à small sewing-machine. 
Edison discovered the art of recording and 
reproducing sound, but his invention could 
not be because of its clumsy mechanical 
arrangement, coupled with the very inferior 
and unsatisfactory methods of recording the 
sounds produced. He used a piece of tinfoil 
upon which the sound waves were indented 
and from which they were easily obliterated. 
The . inventor, Mr. Taintor, saw that a 
less destructible material was required, and 
after considerable experiment tried a prepara- 
tion of wax and parafiine. This is the sur- 
face now used, and it works perfectly. He 
then made ag entirely new apparatus, and 
the resuit is the graphophone, a machine which 
will sing a song, report a whistle, or give the 
quality and inflections of the voice in a most 
charming way. The small point which is 
attached to the diaph of the machine 
cuts a minute hairline in the wax surface. 
This line isso faint that it 1s scarcely per- 
ceptible to the naked eye, yet it serves to 
— a reproduction, so as to be distinctly 

eard by the listener, of a song, a laugh, or 
on ordinary speech 

A test was made of the powers of this 
machine last Sunday, and among those pres- 
ent besides the inventors were Senator Fair, 
the Hon. J. Colman, Prof. Melville 
Bell, Mr. Austin Herr, Mr. Frank Maguire, 
Mr. Chephane, Mr. Devine, and others. The 
test was a very fine one. Two gentlemen, 
one acting as a lawyer and the other asa 
witness, utilized the graphophone for takin 
testimony. These gentlemen spoke in ordi- 
nary tones in the machine, one asking a ques- 
tion and the other answering it. dozen 
questions and answers were given. Thena 
young lady, who had not heard what either 
party had said, came into the room and took 
the testimony from the graphophone and 
wrote it out. The experiment was a complete 
success, and no errors were made. Among 
the gentlemen mentioned above as being 
present are some of the leading stenog- 
raphers of the count These men were 
waz enthusiastic over the result. They said: 
„We can use these machines and do away 
with amanuenses, and these machines mean 
arevolution in amanuensis work. A man 
can employ at 840 a month a young man or 
woman, and, by the aid of a graphophone, 
have all the benefits of the very best stenog- 
rapher. A stenographer would have cost 
him from $1,200 to 2,000 a year, and this 
machine will take down his words more ac- 
curately, and that in such a way that the 
record can be reproduced from 400 to 500 
times without injuring the original.“ 

The machine is said to be now perfect, and 
it will probably be onthe market within 
three months. The price will likely be very 
reasonable and it will cost in all probability 
no more than a typewriter. The inventors 
feel that they have discovered something 
equal to the telephone. Mr. Sumner Taintor 
is only about 32 years of age, is a very modest 
man, and he rather undefstates than over- 
states the value of the machine. Dr. Chi- 
chester A. Bellis as modest as Taintor, and he 
has made other remarkable discoveriesin re- 
cording and reproducing sounds which will 

lace him high in the rank of inventors. 
very one knows the record of Alexander 
Graham Bell and how his telephone has 
captured the world. He will become even 
better known through the present inven- 
tion.

MYLES CLYNCH ON HIS DEATH-BED. 


He Tells a Rambling Story—Mrs. Shay’s 
Examination Again Continued. 

The case against Mrs. Maggie Shay, who shot 
Myles Clynch, was again continued, this time to 
March 18, by Justice C. J. White at the Twelfth 
Street Police Court yesterday. The bond of 
$2,000 was renewed, Clynch's death may occur 
at any moment. Yesterday morning Capt. 
O'Donnell took a notary public to the 
bedside of the dying man, who was suffering 
great agony. At intervals, during the cessation 
of pain, he stated that at 4 o'clock Saturday a 
ernoon Mrs. Shay called at the grocery — “4 
mained for some time, and he made an appoint- 
ment with her to call at the house at 10 o'clock 
in the evening.

He then took 
hold of the iatch of the inside door which 
yielded without resistance. He had hardly 
opened the door before Mrs. Shay drew 
a revolver and, placing it close 
to his face, fired. Mrs. Shay had wanted him to 
come to the house and talk with her brother Am- 
brose, who is under a heavy bond to the Crim- 
inal Court, and if possible intiuence him to keep 
away from bad company. Father Legay of the 
Jesuit Church refused to administer the sacra- 
ment, declaring that Clynch was already dying

Army Hall last night Mrs. Logan saw scores of 

veteran soldiers who fought side by side with her 

lamented husband.

great sob came welling upinto her throat, and 

So she drew her veil over her 
face and silently wept. U.S. Grant Post 28 had 
presented her with a beautifully-ornamented es- 
cutcheon, emblematic of Gen. Logan’s brilliant 
career, and Chaplain Bolton, who made the pres- 
entation speech, had opened the flood-gates of 
her heart.

EAST-BOUND FREIGHT SHIPMENTS FOR 
THE LAST WEEK. : 


They Are Quite Heavy, Owing to the Act- 
ive Movement of Grain and Provisions 
Caused by Low Rates—No Prospect of 
n Tarif Advance—Complications of the 
Transcontinental Roads — The Illinois 
Central Gives Notice of Withdrawal 
from All Pools. 

East-bound freight shipments from Chicago 
continue quite heavy, which is. altogether due to 
the active movement of grain and provisions 
caused by the low freight rates now being made. 
All the roads continue to make a rate of B® 
cents on grainand 25 cents on provisions, Chi- 
cago to New York (10 cents less than 
tariff), and there is no prospect that 
this rate will be advanced before April 5, and it 
is even doubtful whethera higher rate can then 
be maintained. From St. Louis, Peoria, and 
Western Junction pointe it is claimed the rates 
are still more seriously cut than from Chicago. 
A curious feature of last week's statement of 
shipments is that the two Pennsylvania Roads— 


Fort Wayne and Pan-Handle—carried nearly 53 


per cent of all the east-bound dead freight 
shipments from Chicago, while the Big 
Four, which used to carry from 5 
to 10 per cent a week, before the rates became 
demoralized, carried last week only 2-10 of 1 per 
cent, which shows that the long lines cannot 
compete with the short and direct lines when 
rates are not maintained.

Effects of the Inter-State Commerce Bill. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 8.—The annual 
meeting of the stockholders of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company was held today, A. Louder 
Snowden presiding. President Roberts said that 
the officers of the company had been engaged as 
well as they could do so in the formulation of 
new tariff sheets to accord with the new Inter- 
State Commercelaw. He said there seemed to 
be a disposition to enforce the act in every way 
ssible. “Ido not think,“ said he, “that those 
nland lines not subject to water competition 
will be seriously affected. From an examina- 
tion of our business 1 find there has been 
more conformity with the ideas incorporated 
in the act than any other line, because we came 
under the operation of a law similar in character 
when we obtained our main line from the State. 
If the law does not work there will be violent 
strife, as the system of pooling is abolished and 
no means left to counteract the cutting of rates 
except at the end of a struggle. All, however, 
hope for fairly good results. The complete 
transformation of all railroad business could not 
be accomplished without a great deal of violence 
to the interests of the country as well as those of 
the railroads, I may say there are quite as many 
good features in the law for the railroads as fer 
the public, but it is likely that there will be 
greater injury to the public outside of the rail-

Circuit Court today. The lawyers engaged in the 
recent trial went before the Judges of that court 


and gave their consent to a decree that had been 
prepared by an attorney representing the Cen- 
tral Trust Company. By the terms the Nickel- 
Plate is to be sold for not less than $18,000,000, of 
which $100,000 must be paid in cash 
at once. Both the “first and second 
mortgages, held by the Central and Union Trust 
Companies, respectively, are held to be valid, 
and the payment of claims was ordered as fol- 
lows: First, cost of the suits in the four States 
through which the road passes; second, services 
of trust companies; third, receiver's certificates; 
fourth, first-mortgage bonds and interest; fifth, 
second-mortgage bonds and interest. 

New York capitalists have arranged for the 

urchase of the road, itis said, when there will 

eacomplete reorganization. Itis proposed to 
issue $20,000,000 of 4 per cent bonds, and to col- 
lect $5,000,000 from the stockholders, giving the 
new organization a capital of $25,000, to dis- 
charge the major portion of the indebtedness 
and to retain a part to meet expenses. 


Arguments in the Wabash Case. 

Sr. Lovrs, Mo., March 8.—|Special.]—Wager 
Swayne and Wells H. Blodgett,:representing the 
Wabash receivers and the Purchasing Commit- 
tee, occupied the whole day in the United States 
Circuit Court in demolishing Henry Crawford and 
his petition. Mr. Blodgett opened first, and said 
the receivers had no such surplus on their hands 
as Mr. Crawford — It was true the Chicago 
Division had earned the surplus, but it had 
been expended in maintaing other roads of the 
system. Wager Swayne said that prior to the 
nec the system was in 
debt $3,447,000 and the receivers were ordered to 
pay it. The debt lay onthe whole system and 
not any particular division and therefore the 
surplus which Mr. Crawford demanded had been 
expended in liquidating this debt. Mr. Crawford 
then took an inning and argued that the re- 
ceivers had left the property in worse shape than 
when they received it, The money demanded by 
the first-mortgage bondholders of the Chicago 
Division was honestly due them and the court 
should so hold, Arguments will be concluded 
tomorrow, 


The Illinois Central to Withdraw from All 
Pools. 

The Illinois Central Railroad have given formal 
notice to all connecting lines that from and after 
March 31 they will withdraw from any and all 
pools to which they are a party. We are 
simply obeying the dictates of the Inter-State 
Commerce law,“ said M. C. Markham, Assistant 
General Manager, yesterday. It probably was 
not necessary to give this formal notice, because 
it is generally understood among all the roads 
that pools must cease after Aprill. We did so 
because we thought it proper from a business 
point of view.“ 

Is it possible for a to exist which may be 
Operated entirely within the State?’ 

Not with us, although I could imagine that a 
small pool might be operated within a State un- 
der favorable circumstances. Nearly all the 
traffic done on this road comes in or goes out of 
the State in transit and clearly comes within the 
Inter-State law. If other roads have given no 
notice it is because they did not think it neces- 
sary, but they all understand that the pool busi- 
ness ends with the first day of April.“ 


Verdict Against the Lake Shore, 
CLEVELAND, O., March 8 — [Special.] — The 
State Circuit Court today affirmed the judgment 
of the lower court in the case of Scofield, Shur- 
mer & Teagle against the Lake Shore Railroad 


Company. The plaintiffs are oil refiners and 
entered suit against the railroad company for 
discriminating in freight rates in favor of the 
Standard Oil Company. They received a verdict 
of $4,000 actual damages and 61,000 punitive 
damages.

Present Demoralized Condition of the 
Steck Industry of the Southwest— 
Causes of the Disastrous Change in 
the Financial Situation—Widespread 
Ruin as the Climax of Wild Specula- 
tion. . 

dland (Tex.) Letter to New York Times: 

The factis becoming daily more apparent 

that the great cattle barons of Texas are fast 

breaking up. Their downfall is one of the 
most significant signs of the demoralized con- 


. dition in which: the vast cattle industry of 


the Southwest is now languishing. Cattle 
are the lowest in price that they have been 
since the business assumed the form of legit- 
imate enterprise, and it may be reasonably 
doubted if they have touched their bedrock 
yet. A veritable panic seems to have seized 


every one in any way financially interested 


in the business. In this section the banks 
have discontinued making any further loans 
on cattle as collateral, although at one time 
they were considered gilt-edge securi- 
ty. They are now regarded as very 
uncertain property, and conservative 
capitalists fight extremely shy of them. 
The financial straits in which cattlemen find 
themselves is by no means confined to the 


few, but is almost universal. Failures among 


them have for some time past been 
strikingly numerous. A number of large 
and hitherto very solid“ concerns have 
gone to the wall, their collapse creating gen- 
eral surprise and increasing the already 
widespread uneasiness. To the already 
swollen list must soon be added many others 
which are now impending, for the fact has 
grown notorious that a large majority of the 
biggest ranchmen are verging on the brink 
of insolvency and ruin, merely hanging on 
in grim desperation, as they are so deeply 
involved that nothing short of a miracle can 
save them. Few if any actually own the 
immense herds they claim, which in reality 
are mortgaged to their horns and hoofs to 
Eastern and foreign capitalists, and every 
man among them is intently watching his 
sony to see who will be the next one to 

The decline began with devastating prairie 
fires, which in the winter of 1883-’54 swept 
over the broad plains and licked all vegeta- 
tion in the vast pastures clean. Every blade 
of grass in atleast a score of the Pan- 
Handle counties was destroyed. Many thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of live stock of every 
description perished in the flames, their 
charred remains being found for months 
afterward. Half-grown cattle, young horses, 
sheep, and wild animals of ail kinds met the 
same terrible fate, their bodies in many in- 
stances being burned to a cinder. Only by 
the most heroic efforts of the small army of 
cowboys, who fought the fire in detachments 
for six whole days and nights, were its rav- 
ages at length subdued. But not before the 


work of destruction had been pretty thorough- 


ly accomplished. The grass in the big pastures 
was relegated umong the things which had 
been, and to keep the cattle from starvin 
the fences were cut and the steck turne 
loose to drift hundreds of miles south ana 
west where the fires had not penetrated, and 
where they were left to get through the rest 
of the winter as best they might. When 
those that 
survived were gathered at untold labor and 
expense and driven back to their home ranges. 
But the fire had effectually settled the ques- 
tion of early spring beef, and it was not until 
late in the following fall that the shipping 
cattle from the burned district found their 
way to market, where they met in activé com- 
tition with the corn-fed steers of the North. 
he consequence was low prices for the beeves 
and no dividends for the stockholders. The 


managers of the big ranch syndicates made. 


their annual reports and assured the stock- 
holders that owing to the lateness of grass 
and the disaster of fire only a smau percent- 
age of beeves had been marketed, but that 
the next year they would be able to declare 
twice the usual dividend, But the next year 
matters got worse instead of better. The 
Winter was exceptionally severe. Cold 
weather set in early, and norther”’ followed 
*“*norther’’ with frightful rapidity and dire 
effect. Dead cattle were piled up in every 
eove and canon in which they sought shelter 
from the howling blizzard. The herds did 
not wait this time for the fences to be cut, 
but broke through in sheer disgust at the 
scant herbage, and drifted further and 
further away with every succeeding storm. 
From the South Canadian to the Pecos Rivers, 
below the crossing of the Texas & Pacific 
Railway, is about 450 miles, yet many of the 
cattle belonging on the ranges of the first- 
mentioned stream drifted into the latter be- 
fore spring. Thousands perished on the way. 
Their frozen carcasses stiffened on the icy 
plain, and every mudhole was literally packed 
with their living skeletons, bogged down in 
the miry death-traps, and left by their heart- 
less owners a feast for the ravens and 
coyotes. 

hen the syndicate managers next cast up 
their accounts they considered it wise to re- 
frain from any allusion to so dreary a topic 
as “losses,” andin their annual statement 
passed that subject over with only the vaguest 
reference, which was all Greek to those who 
read it. But they were at their wits’ end to 
get around the question of a dividend. The 
stockholders been promised one, and it 
would not do to disappoint them a second 
time, else they might insist on a change of 
administration, and the managers’ fat sal- 
aries be thereby jeopardized. It would not 
do to have so rich a plum shp through their 
fingers for a mere trifie, so they debated the 
matter and finally hit upon a scheme which 
promised to work beautifully. A little time 
only was requisit for its consummation, and 
this was easily obtained. At length a meet- 
ing was cailed and the ranch books exhib- 
ited, which clearly showed a considerable 
excess of cash receipts over expenditures. 
The much-desired dividend was accordingly 
declared and everybody made corresponding- 
ly happy. The delighted stockholders were 
put in such rare good humor that they unani- 
mously tendered their accomplished and ac- 
commodating managers a vote of thanks and 
an increase in salary, both ef which were 
gracefully accepted. 

The manner in which the dividend had 
been made possible was simple, but ingenious. 
In default of any marketable beeves it had 
merely been necessary to x of part 
of the original stock herd” that was left, 
from the sale of which the needed funds 
were realized. This was reducing the pro- 
ductive capacity of the plant“ and burnin 
the candle at both ends, but the case h 
been a desperate one, for which Napoleonic 
measures were demanded. Whenever there- 
after the stockholders became clamorous for 
a dividend the same heroic plan was resorted 
to—that is, as long as any cattle remained to 
be gathered or purchasers could be found to 
take them. Of course this sort of thing could 
not go on forever, and at last, when the syn- 
dicate managers got to the end of their rope, 
they coolly informed the deluded investors 
that if they wanted any more “ divi- 
dends” the companies must borrow 
the money to pay them with! 
This was the climax. The shareholders 
called a halt. Investigation followed, and 
the finances of many of the concerns were 
found to be in an awful plight. In a few 
cases receivers were appointed to take charge 
of such of them from the wreck of which it 
was thought anything might be saved. But 
a large number had passed that stage, and 
scarce a remnant remained to tell the tale of 
what had once been, in the picturesque im- 
aginations of the investors, a flourishing and 
profitable enterprise. 

M of the largest individual owners are 
today in but little better condition. What the 
prairie fires, hard winters, drouth, and con- 
sequent mortality in cattle have not done for 
them, the fearful shrinkage in values and 
the ruinous interest they are compelled to 
pay to tide them over from day to day have 
accomplished. The much-vaunted herds of 
the lordly cattle barons have dwindled into 
insignificance, and foreclosures and execu- 
tions confront them on every side.

MONTAGUE EXPLAINS MIND READING. 


He Imitates Mind-Reader Bishop, and Says 
It Isn’t Mind Reading at All. 

New York, March 8.—While Washington 
Irving Bishop was performing feats of mind 
reading on the stage of Wallack’s and keeping 
the secret to himself, Charles Howard Mon- 
tague, a Boston newspaper man, was dupli- 
cating some of Mr. Bishop’s best known feats 
on Dockstader's stage, a stone’s throw away, 
and telling his audience all about how he did 
it. Mr. Montague isa small, nervous man, 
not unlike Mr. Bishop in personal ap- 


pearance. A committee of newspaper 
men and others, with Editor Harrison Gray 
Fisk as Chairman, occupied the stage. 

Montague was blindfolded, and 
used the members of the committee as his 
subjects. He founda dagger that was hid- 
den, and stabbed at a man that one of the 
committee had previously stabbed at, doing 


the feat almost as adeptly as Bishop does. In 


grasping at the weapon to lift it from its hid- 
ing pl however, he seized ld of the 
keen double-edge blade 
deep gash in his finger. He bound the wound 
up and went through his performance, al- 
though the flow of blood did not stop. 

He found a hidden handkerchief that con- 
tained a number of trinkets taken hap-hazard 
from four ns in the audience, and re- 
turned the articles to their owners correctly. 
After that, with four committeemen holding 
fast to a copper wire, he dragged them to the 
spot, away up near the roof of the theatre, 
where they had didden a dagger; and, finally, 
he reproduced the four figures, 9435, which a 
committeeman had written upon a black- 
board, but which Mr. Montague had no 
chance of seeing beforehand. 

Afterward Mr. Montague explained that he 
had done all these feats by reading the tremor 
of the muscles of the subject’s hands and 
wrists. He declared that neither he nor Mr. 
Bishop were completely blindfolded when 
they tied a handkerchief over their eyes. 
They could both always see where they were 
going by looking downwards. That enabled 
them to walk about in comparative freedom. 
Mr. Montague explained that when a subject 
was drawn near any hidden object that was 
the subject of a test, and meantime honestly 
thought intently of the whereabouts of the 
article, a nervous movement of the subject’s 
muscles would indicate to the mind-reader 
the path to the hidden article. Wherea 
wire was used the unconscious tendency of 
the committeemen to draw back when led 
ma wrong direction gave the clew to the 
operator. 

Mr. Mon e asserted that this same prin- 
ciple was the one that enabled Mr. Bishop 
Saturday to drive blindfolded from the Hoff- 
man House to the Gramercy Park Hotel and 
finda hidden pin. Mr. Bishop knew that if he 
should drive so thet there was danger of col- 
lision the anxiety of the committee to avoid 
it would impel them to give himatip. When 
he t tothe hotel the movements of the 
hands of the committeemen led him to the 


hiding place of the pin. It was not myste- | 


rious at all. By long practice Mr. Bishop had 
got so that he could read instantly the mus- 
cle tremors of a subject. 

Mr. Bishop’s novelty at Wallack’s last night 
was the rearranging of a ctor gras | tableau 
that three of his committee had e during 
his absence by grouping themselves in un- 
usual attitudes upon the stage. He told the 
large audience afterward that if any of them 
thought his feats were done by trickery they 
had a mistaken notion. He announced that 
he couldn’t give any more exhibitions in New 
York, because his doctor told him it would be 
dangerous to his health. Mr. Bishop claims 
that he goes into a semi-hypnotic condition to 
perform his feats, and that if exhausts him 
greatly. Mr. Montague says that it isn’t at 
all necessary to go into hypnotism or any- 
thing else to do any feat of so-called mind 
reading. ’ 


KILLED HIS WIFE WITH A BOOT. 


Overcome with Remorse He Opens an Ar- 
tery and Then Hangs Himself. 
HuNTSVILLE, Mo., March 7.—Mr. James F. 


Goodman, an gid and highly-respected citizen 


of this county, killed his wife and committed 
suicide early this morning. Mr. Goodman and 
his wife had some trouble over the convey- 
ance of a small tract of land. Goodman had 
sold the land and his wife refused to sign the 
deed. This angered the old gentleman, and, 
being unwell, he was awake more or less 
during the night. About 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing he and his wife had some words about the 
land transaction, when he kicked her out of 
bed and then got up, took a boot belonging to 
his son, 10 years old, and struck her several 
blows on the head, killing her almost instant- 
ly. His little son witnessed the killing, and 
when he saw that his mother was dead asked 
his father why he had killed her. 

He replied that he did not think she was 
dead, but would be ali right after awhile. He 
then told his son to go to a neighbor’s, Mr. C. 
F. Mayo, as soon as daylight came, and tell 
Mr. Mayo that the devil was in him. Hethen 
went into another room and severed an 
artery in his arm with a razor, after which 
he went to the barn and hanged himself from 
abeam. When found this morning his feet 
touched the floor. He died of strangulation 
and loss of blood. 

Mr. Goodman had very recently purchased 
a nice residence here, and was making 
a to move here within a few days. 

e had the property which he purchased 
here deeded to his little son, and had recited 
in the deed that the conveyance was made to 
him as an absolute gift, and not as an ad- 
vancement to him. It was thought that this 
was another cause of disagreement between 
him and his wife. This was his third wife, 
and it is said that they had never lived hap- 
pily together. This son, William H. Geod- 
man, is the only child born of his last mar- 
riage, but he had four children by his former 
marriages. 

Mr. Goodman was 76 years of age and was 
a man of considerable means. He was one of 
the oldest citizens of the county, and had 
lived for many years on the farm where he 
died, about eight miles south of this place. 
He possessed more than average intelligence, 
and enjoyed the respect and confidence of his 
neighbors generally, though he had some bit- 
ter enemies. He had a strong will and a 
temper that at times was hard to govern. It 
is certain that he did not intend to kill his 
wife, but that in the heat of his passion he 
dealt harder blows than he intended, and, 
seeing the disastrous result of his work, he 
was so Overcome with remorse that he pre- 
ferred death to the misery that would follow.

INSULATING A STATUE. 


A Climber Repairs the Lightning-Rod on 
Baltimore’s Washington Monument. 

Yesterday afternoon any one who passed 
Washington’s monument about 2:15 o’clock 
and looked up could have seen a man on the 
statue climbing a ladder which looked but 
two feet long, but which in reality was seven, 
says the Baltimore American. The ladder was 
placed on the south side of the platform be- 
low the statue. The man was August L. Eck. 
When he had climbed up all the rounds of 
the ladder he paused for a moment, grasped 
the lightning-rod, went up it hand over hand 
for a few feet, and then found himself at the 
feet—or, rather, at the heels—of George 
Washington. Grasping the lightning - rod 
again he put his feet in the folds of George’s 
robe and climbed up on his shoulder, which 
he straddled, his right 108 hanging down on 
Washington’s breast, while his lett rested in 
the folds of the cloak which the father of 
his country wore. Charles Daniels, who was 
employed by Eck, also climbed up to the foot 
of the statue, where he remained while the 
work was going on. Below them were John 
Boyn and Harry Golderman, who handed 
tools up to Eck. The tools were tied to a 
small ro which he had fastened to his 
body, and he drew them up to him. The ob- 
ject of all this was to put some newinsulators 
on the lightning- and to put a new voint 
on the end of it. When the new point was 
put on Eck grasped the rod with his left hand 
and stood on the shoulder of the statue. 
There was a brisk wind blowing at the time, 
which compelled Eck to hold on closely. The 
job took about three-quarters of an hour. All 
that time groups of people stood in the squares 
below looking up, man my breath, 
fearing that Eck would fall. ashington’s 
monument is 188 feet high. 

The epaulet on the statue needs some re- 
pairs, and Monday Mr. Eck will make anoth- 
er trip to the shoulders of ae oo - 
ton. Several rivets will have to be driven 
to keep the epaulet in place.

DEEP SNOW IN THE ADIRONDACKS, 


Blockades on Railroads—The Highest 
Mounds and Deepest Drifts Ever Known. 
Saratoaa, N. V., March 6.—It has snowed 

here for twenty-one hours and the storm has 

been one of the heaviest of the wirter. Fully 
eighteen inches of snow has fallen since yes- 
terday evening, which makes the aggregate 
for the winter over twelve fect. The 
snow mounds and drifts are of an 
unprecedented hight. The Adiron- 
dack Railway, which was only 
reopened yesterday after a week’s struggle, 
is again in trouble at what is called the Green- 
field Hili Cut, seven miles from here. A train 
and four locomotives have been stalled since 
last night, and they will probably be com- 
pelled to remain there for some time. Along 
the Delaware & Hudson Road the storm ex- 
tended from Albany to Rouse’s Point, and the 
heaviest drifts are reported between White- 
hall and Rutland and also between Mechan- 
icsville and Ballston Spa. Snow-plows and 
scraper-cars have been under motion all day 
in a heroic effort to keep the main line open 

but should a heavy wind rise tonight travel 
will be greatly impeded throughout this north- 
ern region tomorrow.
